Johnston was called and lie. attended 
him, and Sunday morning he was 
somewhat better. He saw him again 
during the afternoon, and be was 
then holding his own.: During

day two men held at the station at- 
tended Crowley, and one of them wag 
looking, after him all of the tinie. 
Shortly before seven o'clock he appar- 
ently fell asleep, and shortly before 
7.30 
one of the men heard a queer 


noise coming from the cell and look- 
ing in found that he had died. He 


called Captain Marden and Dr. John- 
ston was called, and he arrived in a 
few minutes, but Crowley was dead, 
and in the opinion of the physician, 
had been dead about twenty minutes. 
- The body was turned over to Un- 
dertaker H. W. Nickerson for burial 
Crowley was about 64 years pf age, 
and he had passed the greater part of 
his time for. the past several years 
at Brentwood.

The 
police assert that the fatal shots wore 
llred by Peczinitis and that the slash- 
Ing of tho victim's throat was done by 
tlie woman. 


The most Important witness In the 


case Is Victoria Daltoii, 10 years old, 
of Union City.

testimony, on Friday aflornuou Iho 
Krltchmnn woman look iho little girl 
out, for a walk. 
They reached the 


spot where Kulvlnskl, who had been 
shot In the morning, was lying in a 
pool of blood, just over the Water- 
tiury line from

woman poked tho body with a stick, 
and when she found Ihat ho man was 
still alive told (lie girl If she salil any- 
thing about it she would kill her. ; 


On Saturday morning tho woiriun 


came to this city, whcro 1'oczlnitls 
was employed as a bartender, nnd tho 
two returned to the lonely spot In the 
woods. 
Tho woman slashed Kulvln- 


slil's'throat und Pecziuitls .lircd three 
more shots Into his helpless rival. Tho 
dying man was found by several boys 
In the afternoon. 
Tho woman was 


arrested In tho cellar of her homo and 
Peczlnltls wns captured in this city. 


The Inquest brought out that the 


murdered man had been attentive to 
Sophia Krltchnmn, that Poczlnltls was 
Jealous, and that Kulvlnskl had sev- 
eral days ago made the statement that 
He knew Poczlnltls would kill him if 
he knew of his attentions to the girl. 


Friday morning Kulvlnskl told Miss 


Krllchman that ho Intended lo marry 
another girl. 
Kulvlnskl had been tho 


favored suitor, hut when she heard 
this story she told I'eczluJUs that 
Kulvlnskl hnd been bothering her and 
the two planned lo lure the victim to 
bis death. 


It Is alleged Ihat Kulvlnskl and the 


woman started from Union City and 
had entered some woods across the 
Waterbury linn when Poczlnltis, who 
had boon following tho pair.; caught 
up with them. 
He fired four shots 


at Kulvlnskl, all of which struck the 
mark.

of Medical Examiner Georgo L. Tob- 
ey's autopsy Saturday afternoon, it Is 
Ihe theory of the police that . Dr. 
atone was suddenly turned upon by 
his slayer, while riding unsuspecting- 
ly along tho dark country road and 
shot twice in the neck, after which 
he was dragged out of the buggy and 
beaten to death with large stones.
